Cancellation of Vilitary Leaves: 


There is no information available to substantiate the allegations that all 
military leaves were cancelled ator 26 June 1950, or that nilitary personne] 
already on furlough vere recalled to their units. Personnel rarticipating in 
the annual large-scale raneuvers in the horder areas were not given leaves, 
mt this revulation ws put into offect prior to 26 June. 


Issuance of Pasanorts: 


The issuance of passports to civilians for rrivate travelabroad was restricted 
‘lonz before 26 June 1950. In fact, by the beginning of 1950 the issuance of 
passports vas almost entirely stopped and rassports wore prontedonly after 
thorouch security checks had been made. 


Arny Supervision of “lar Industry: 


Ac aarly as 1949, army officers wore sent to factories and other enterrrises 

which delivered rroduets to the Czechoslovak arry. These officers, who are 

eithor from the VIU (@iWlitary Technical Institute) or aveOB officers, are there 
mainly for the rurpose of overseeing production and getting shipments out on schedull 
They wear civilian clothes and fey employees knoy they are army officers, 


Wilitary Tailroad Guards: 


During the summer months, the nilitary railroad guard vas increased, and mards 
and sentries wore geen even at s-aller stvtions. Hoyever, this was in connection 
with the summer manevvers for the purpose of directing and expediting traffic 

and rroviding tvains to transport troors. Tho reinforcenents vere withdrawn at 
the berinning of Sernterber. 
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wankers! Militias 

The workers? militia wis alerted fer a state of enerrency oven before 26 
June 1950, Mexbers of the militia are on nieht duty and stand guard at 
gasoline stations, rost offices and other public bulldints, or patrol the 
towns. Militia in the border regions coonerate closely with the army and 
militia nenbers now take the same drill as soldicrs. ‘-hey are trained 

and exercised on Sundays and holidays, and there aro military rifle ranges 
at their disposal where every evening therenvage in target nractice. 


Border Resulationa: 

Opening fire without warning in the berder ar-- bas been a practices of 
the SB for a long time. S"B and wtiitary units which patrol the border 
reion were ordered to shoot at all personaloltering in the border sone 
din the woods and fields and at those who were moving o2f the roads after 
sunset. Thie order was piven about the beginning of 1950 at a time when 
the eo-valled "forbidden gone" was created, This zona is from one to five 
‘\nLometers deep, and all people living there vere evacuated except those 
wao wore employed in the area, such as foresters, road workers, and em- 
ployees of state farns. 


New border entry psrmits have been issued-<white for deytinre entry and 

blue for night entry. Ths issuance of bine pernits is very rare and bearerr 
are instructed which roads to use. Guards are then informed when someone 

i> authorized to be in the area at nipht. 


There is no information to confirm the ruror that the issuanda of border 
region entry permits has been discontinued. The border sone may be entered 
freely without rermission, although personal docunent checks are carried out 
at random. The issuance of pernits for the forbidden siong, although recently 
rostricted, has not been stopped entirely. The District National Committee 
and the Loesl “ational Comittee issue permits for the forbidden zone te 
mushreom pickera, but the permits are mimbered and healers rmst surrender 
then to the Local Untional Corrittes, Very often neonle in ronsesaion of 
these permits escape into the American Zone of Garmany. Some rlaces close 
te the border, particuarly recreation spots such as Mestys Zelezna Ruda 
(150/209), can be entered without pernits. 


SUB Air Patro}: 


SNB air patrols have been watching the border area since before 26 Tunc, 
Sinee the beginning of June, thouch, the detail wes strenmthened and nore 
duty flights have been flown daily. The flights take risee at irremilar in- 
tervals from southwest Bohenia totard the northvest and back acain. 


Sonelusions 


411 the security provisions covered in this report were in force before 26 
June 1950. Some of these provisions were strearthened after 26 June, possibly 
as a result of the Korean var, but also due in rart to the fact that military 
nanouvers wore in progress at this time. According to the latest information, 
security provisions have been relaxed in border regions since the berinnine of 
Septenber when military units were returned to their mrracks, 
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
